Reasons For Allowance 

The prior art of reference has failed to disclose or suggest a system for treating 
vasculature comprising a first graft component including a self-expanding structure, a second 
graft component separate from the first graft component, a delivery catheter including a 
releasing mechanism, a sheath overlaying the releasing mechanism and the first graft 
component, a restraining structure maintaining the inferior end portion of the first graft 
component in a reduced diameter, and especially the second graft component having an 
opening at a superior end, wherein the opening at the superior end of the second graft 
component is larger as recited in independent claim 1 . 

Claims 1-26 are allowed.
